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2012 SEASON PREVIEW 


Oklahoma State baseball will have a new look in 2012, and it's not just because 
of the recently added signage on the outfield walls at Allie P. Reynolds Stadum 

Of the 35 players on the Cowboy roster this season, 25 of them have never 
taken the field in an OSU uniform, 

However, coach Frank Anderson's ballclub does have a talented core of 
velerans returning from a 2011 squad that went 35-25 and advanced to the NCAA 
Nashville Regional 

Among the OSU retumers are four position starters, including All-Big 12 Second 
Team performers Jared Womack and Gabe Weidenaar, while the pitching staff 
returns seven-game winner Andrew Heaney and several talented relievers. 

“Fortunately the 10 that we have returning are 10 that have a pretty good 
chance to play every day and who have contributed in the past,” said Anderson, 
who is entering his ninth season as OSU's head coach. “But we like our new guys. 
We've got an influx of freshman with a couple that have a really good chance to 
start right away. The mix of new guys with the veterans we have returning gives us 
a pretty strong nucleus” 

Anderson said a strong senior class that includes Womack, Weidenaar, Mark 
Ginther, Hunter Bailey and Blake Barnes, makes the influx of newcomers a much 
easier transition 

“For one thing, they know how to practice,” Anderson said. “A lot of times in 
baseball coming out of high school you don’t have many kids who have gone 
through the organized and structured practices. You have to learn how to practice, 
‘nd those returning guys give us a base to help those younger guys along” 

OSU will count on a pair of seniors to provide pop in the middle of the lineup as 
Womack and Ginther combined for 18 home runs and 79 RBIs a year ago. 

But the Cowboys can also mix in plenty of speed with the retumn of Saulyer 
Saxon and the addition of junior college players such as Jarrett Higgins and Aaron 
Cornell 

“We've got some power with Ginther and Womack, and with guys like Higgins, 
Cornell and Saxon, we've got the ability to steal a lot of bases,” Anderson said “It's 
a lineup that has a good combination of things you need to have to be successful” 

The group of OSU newcomers includes seven freshmen, and two of those - 
Zach Fish and Gage Green — could be among those making immediate contribu- 
tions, 


Fish was a high school All-American who was a 24th-round draft pick of the 
Texas Rangers, while Green is a versatile player with an impressive grasp of the 


game 

“They're both athletic kids, and they're both strong” Anderson said of Fish 
and Green. “As far as the transition physically, they ve been able to stay up with 
everything that we've done. 

“Fish, you don't want to put too much on him but he’s a tremendous talent and 
we're expecting good things out of him. Gage’s dad was a coach so he has pretty 
‘900d knowledge, and he doesn't give in ever on anything. He's highly competitive, 
and you combine that with the fact that he's pretty talented and you've got a pretty 
good player” 

The Cowboys also recruited the junior college ranks hard, signing 16 JUCO 
players, with Robbie Rea, Victor Romero, Brandon Bass, Aaron Cornell and Jarrett 
Higgins among those battling for spots in the lineup 

The pitching rotation will be anchored by Heaney, who has 12 career wins for 
the Cowboys and who is coming off a standout summer in the prestigious Cape 
Cod League. The junior southpaw is considered the 45th-best prospect for the 2012 
Major League Baseball Draft according to Baseball America 

Also returning on the hill are junior Randy McCurry, who has 11 career saves 
and who will battle for a spot in the starting rotation, along with relievers Barnes, 
Weidenaar and Vince Wheeland The rotation did take a hit when sophomore 
Jason Hursh was lost for the season after undergoing Tommy John surgery in the 
offseason 

The Cowboys also added a talented transter from Arizona State in senior lefty 
Kyle Ottoson, who should bolster OSU's statf immediately. 

“I really ike our pitching staff” Anderson said. “It's got some newness to it, but 
its got a chance to keep us in most of the games 

“We've got a lot of talented guys in the bullpen, guys with some pretty good 
‘arms who have a chance to pitch every day”

Womack was an all-conference performer as a junior after hitting 282 with eight 
home runs and 46 RBs, a total that ranked second on the team.

Green's versatiity could see him earn time behind the dish. Atwostime All-State 
performer, he hit 493 as a high school senior.

An offseason injury might keep Bailey out of the lineup early and filing that void 
‘could be Bass or freshman Mike Bernal, who hit over 400 as a prep senior in El 
Paso, Texas 


THIRD BASE 
The hot comer will once again be manned by Ginther, who has started every 
game there in each of the last two seasons. A two-time MLB Dratt pick, Ginther is 
hitting 305 with 27 homers and 110 RBls in 152 career games for the Cowboys 
Others who could see action at third include Jones and Jordan Mings, an all- 
conference performer in the JUCO ranks. 


OUTFIELD 

The Cowboys’ outfield depth should be a strength in 2012 

Fish is a likely starter in right field. In four high school seasons, he hit 438 with 
47 home runs, including a senior season that saw him set a state record with 24 
round trippers 

‘Several players will battle for the job in center. Sophomore Saulyer Saxon 
played in 14 games for the Cowboys a year ago, while JUCO stars Cornell and 
Higgins look to earn that spot, 

Higgins set a school record with 64 stolen bases as a sophomore at San 
Jacinto Junior College and racked up 112 steals in his two seasons there 

(Higgins) might be the fastest guy we've ever had in the program,” Anderson

said “And he's a baseball guy and not so much an athlete trying to play baseball — 
he has some baseball skills” 

In let field, redshirt junior Trey Whaley, Green and Womack are all in contention 
for playing time.

Heaney has made 36 appearances and logged over 133 innings in his first two 
seasons in Stillwater, and the 6-foct-2, 174 pounder now looks to become the ace 
of the Cowboy pitching statt 

“Now (Heaney) just needs to take it up a notch.” Anderson said. “He needs to 
be able to win the 1-0, 2-1 games like Andy (Oliver) and Tyler (Lyons) have done in 
the past. Physically, he's capable of doing that” 

in Ottoson, the Cowboys have another hurler who has pitched in big games, As 
a junior at Arizona State, he made 15 appearances and was 3-1 with a 3.38 ERA 
The Colorado native is also a four-time MLB Dratt pick 

McCurry has appeared in 46 career games on the mound for the Cowboys, with 
all but four of those in relief. That could change tor the junior, who will look to earn a 
spot in the starting rotation this year. In his first two seasons, McCurry was 6-5 with 
11 saves and a 2.54 ERA 

Anderson says JUCO transter Chase Stevens “may be the most competitive 
guy we've got on the mound” A right-hander, Stevens was 11-6 in two seasons at 
Seminole State Junior College and recorded 145 strikeouts in 107 innings of work. 

Freshman Jon Perrin, who hails from Olathe, Kan., is another newcomer who 
has been impressive on the hil

Barnes returns for his senior season after making 23 relief appearances a year

Weidenaar showcased his abilty as a two-way player a year ago by posting a 
0.42 ERA in 15 appearances. He struck out 18 and allowed only one earned run in 
21.2 innings, and opponents hit just 189 against him.

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Frank Anderson has enjoyed prominent success 
‘on every step of his coaching journey through 
college baseball, and he will look to continue his 
winning ways as he enters his ninth year as the 
head coach at Oklahoma State 

In his first eight seasons in Stiltwater, Anderson 
has led OSU to six NCAA Regional appearances, 
where twice the Cowboys have been No. | seeds. 
The Cowboys recorded at least 41 wins in three- 
straight seasons (2006-08) and advanced to the 
second Super Regional in school history in 2007 
From 2006-09, OSU was the only Big 12 team to 
advance to the finals of an NCAA Regional each 
year. 

After establishing himself as one of college 
baseball's top assistant coaches, Anderson took 
over the Oklahoma State baseball program as its 
14th head coach on June 25, 2003, bringing with 
him a passion for returning Cowboy baseball to one 
of college baseball’ elite programs. 

“Baseball wise, it's a really exciting time for 
me to be named head coach,” Anderson said 
during his introductory press conference. “I've had 
opportunities before, but they didn't really fit. | think 
this is going to be a good fit for all of us. When the 
players, the coaching staff and the administrative 
people get together, | think it will be a good 
experience and a lasting experience. | look forward 
to it and appreciate the opportunity. 

“What intrigued me the most was probably the 
college atmosphere and the community, how it gets 
involved, and the tradition of OSU baseball. They 
have had a lot of success, and | thought it was a 
good fit. This is one of the schools that can compete 
for a national championship every year” 

Anderson made an immediate impact in his first 
season as the head man by leading OSU to an 
NCAA Regional for the first time since 2001 

Under Anderson's direction, the Cowboys 
captured the 2004 Big 12 Tournament crown in 
Arlington, Texas. It was the Cowboys’ first ever 
Big 12 title and first conference toumament 
championship since winning the Big Eight tourney 
in 1996. OSU finished fourth in the Big 12 regular 
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NINTH SEASON AT OSU 


season standings, its highest finish since 1999. In 

fact, Anderson had the Cowboys in the running for 
their first Big 12 regular season championship well 
into the final month of the regular season. 

In 2005, Anderson's Cowboys finished 34-25, 
including beating eventual national champion 
Texas twice and also topping College World Series 
Participant Baylor two times. OSU also had the top 
freshman in the Big 12 in outfielder Corey Brown. 

Year three of the Anderson era was another step 
forward. The Cowboys finished 41-20 and earned a 
No. { seed in the NCAA Toumiament for the first time 
since 1994. OSUs 41 wins was its mast since the 
2001 season, and the 672 winning percentage was 
the program's highest since 1999. 

The 2006 season was highlighted by a late- 
‘season surge that saw OSU win 21 of its final 25 
regular season games. The Cowboys were 15-3 in 
Big 12 play during that span and won their final six 
conference series to finish second in the regular 
season standings at 18-9 The second-place finish

was OSU's highest ever in the 10-year history of the 
Big 12 

OSU, which was picked to finish sixth in the Big 
12 race in the preseason, climbed to as high as 
No. 12 in the national polls in 2006, which marked 
its highest ranking since 1999. The Cowboys were 
in the polls throughout the final two months of the 
season and finished 2006 ranked No. 23 

‘Anderson and the Cowboys topped the ‘06 
campaign with their best showing in nearly a decade 
in 2007 as OSU advanced to within one win of a 
College World Series berth 

The ‘07 Cowboys finished 42-21 and eared a 
berth in the NCAA Tournament for the third time in 
four seasons under Anderson OSU won a Regional 
championship, defeating No. 7 national seed 
Arkansas twice on its home field to advance to a 
Super Regional for just the second time in school 
history. The Cowboys finished the season ranked as 
high as No. 18 in the national polls.

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Anderson guided the Cowboys to another banner 
year in 2008 as OSU finished with a 44-18 mark, its 
third-consecutive 40-win season and its most-ever 
wins under Anderson. 

OSU finished the ‘08 season with the second- 
‘most wins in the Big 12 and also had the second- 
highest winning percentage (7 10) in the league 
The Cowboys finished second in the conference 
standings with an 18-9 mark, which marked their 
third-straight top-three finish in the league 

The Cowboys also eamed a No. { NCAA Regional 
seed for the second time under Anderson and 
hosted an NCAA Regional in Stillwater for the first 
time since 1997. 

OSU was ranked in the national polls throughout 
the season, including being ranked in the Top 
10 for the final five weeks of the regular season. 
OSU was ranked as high as Sth in 2008, and the 
Cowboys finished the season ranked No. 17 by 
Baseball America and the NCBWA and 18th in the 
USA Today/ESPN coaches’ poll and by Collegiate 
Baseball 

Included in OSU's impressive 2008 season was a 
15-9 mark against ranked teams, including nine wins 
over teams ranked in the Top 10. OSU also became 
the first-ever Big 12 team to sweep a league series 
against Texas on its home field, and its sweep of 
the Longhorns in April marked the first time UT had 
been swept in a three-game series in Austin since 
1996. 

OSU led the Big 12 in batting average (326) and 
‘eamed run average (3.98) in 2008 and also ranked 
in the top 18 nationally in those categories 

In 2009, the Cowboys had 10 wins against 
ranked teams, including three top-10 victories, and 
advanced to the championship round of the NCAA 
Clemson Regional 

The 2011 season was highlighted by another 
NCAA toumey appearance and fourth-place finish in 
the Big 12. The Cowboys won four-straight league 
Series for the first time since 2008 and appeared in 
the national rankings for seven consecutive weeks. 

Adding to the 2011 achievements, the OSU 
pitching staff turned in a 3.79 ERA, its lowest since 
1974, and tossed seven shutouts, the most by a 
Cowboy staff since 1986 

‘As the pitching coach at Texas from 2000-03, 
Anderson was a key force behind the Longhoms 
tun to the national title in 2002. Considered one of 
the top pitching coaches in the country, Anderson 
developed a pitching staff that helped lead UT to 
three College World Series appearances during his 
time in Austin 

His staffs at Texas led the conference in team 
ERA in each of his four seasons and finished in 
the top five in the nation three times. In 2003, 
Anderson's staff compiled a 3.50 ERA, which was 
inthe top 15 inthe NCAA. The UT staff recorded 
sparkling team ERAs of 2.82 in 2002, 3.17 in 2001 
and 3.30 in 2000 and also posted the program's 
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best team ERA since 1983 272) and the second- 
lowest ERA nationally during the 2002 campaign. 

Prior to his run at Texas, Anderson spent nine 
‘seasons (1990-99) as an assistant coach at 
Texas Tech under Larry Hays. During his tenure in 
Lubbock, the Red Raiders not only won 71.3 percent 
of their games, but also averaged 43 wins each 
season and eamed five consecutive NCAA Regional 
berths from 1995-1999. In addition, besides helping 
lead Texas Tech to the Big 12 Championship in 
1997 and the conference tournament title in 1998, 
Anderson helped guide the Red Raiders to their 
first-ever Southwest Conference (SWC) crown and 
the schoo first NCAA appearance in 1995 behind 
school-record 51-14 mark 

Anative of Grant, Neb., Anderson graduated 
from Emporia State in Kansas in 1983 and received 
his master’s degree from the school in 1985. Prior 
to attending ESU, Anderson was a junior college 
Al-Amencan at Mid-Plains Junior College in North 
Platte, Neb., and then an All-District and All-Area 
outfielder at Kearney State, an NAIA baseball 
powerhouse located in Nebraska. 

Upon completing his bachelor's degree in physical 
education, Anderson began his coaching career at 
Emporia State while working on his Master's degree. 
He helped the Homets reach the 1984 NAIA World 
Series and then accepted the assistant coaching 
position at Howard Junior College in Big Spring, 
Texas in 1987. Once there, Anderson became an 
integral part of constructing one of the nation’s top 
junior college programs. Over his three seasons, 
the Hawks not only ranked among the top 20 
junior colleges in the country, but also had 26 of 
Anderson's pupils drafted by major league clubs. 

In 1991, Howard claimed the Junior College 
World Series title with a team primanily recruited 
by its former assistant coach, who had left at the 
beginning of that season to join Larry Hays’ staff at 
Texas Tech as the club’s pitching instructor.

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Greg Evans is in his ninth season as an 
assistant coach at Oklahoma State and has helped 
Frank Anderson return the Cowboys to national 
prominence with his work as a recruiter and coach 
of the OSU defense. 

Under his tutelage, the Cowboys’ defense has 
produced some of the best seasons in school 
history. OSU has recorded a fielding percentage 
‘over 970 just seven times in its history, and six of 
those have come under Evans’ leadership. 

OSU made history in 2010 when the Cowboys 
set a school record with a .978 fielding percentage, 
a mark which also ranked fifth nationally. It also 
marked the third-straight year that OSU had tied or 
set the school record for fielding percentage after 
the Cowboys had a 974 fielding percentage in 
2008 and a 976 fielding percentage in 2009. 

In 2005, OSU posted a 972 fielding percentage, 
the third highest in the program's history, and in 
2007, the Cowboys finished with a 971 mark. The 
Pokes were not far off either of those marks in 
2004 or 2006 as the defense recorded .969 fielding 
percentages in each of those seasons. 

The Cowboys’ defense was again strong in 2011 
as they posted a 974 fielding percentage and led 
the Big 12 Conference with 73 double plays, a total 
that also ranked third nationally 

Evans’ efforts in recruiting have also paid huge 
dividends for the Cowboys. OSU's 2004 recruiting 
class was ranked fourth in the country by Collegiate 
Baseball and seventh by Baseball America. The 
Cowboys secured another outstanding class in 
2006 as both Baseball America and Collegiate 
Baseball ranked OSU's incoming class among 
the top 10 nationally. Baseball America ranked 
the Cowboys’ 2010 class 15th nationally, while 
the 2011 class came in at No, 27 according to 
Collegiate Baseball 

Prior to joining Anderson's staff in Stillwater, 
Evans spent nine seasons at Texas Tech as the 
first base and infield coach. His primary duties 
included working with the Red Raider defense, as 
well as playing a significant role in recruiting 

Under Evans’ leadership, Tech finished tied 
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for second in the Big 12 with a 968 fielding 
percentage in 2003. The defense was ranked in 
the top five in the nation in 1999 with a 971 mark, 
which was also the percentage the team had in 
2001 when it led the conference. in 2002, Tech 
finished with a 966 mark, good for third in the 
league 

“Greg Evans is a high energy guy who the 
players respond to on the field. He is an invaluable 
Tesource in our recruiting efforts, and his hard work 
is evident in strong recruiting classes,” Anderson 
said 

Evans was an assistant at Texas Tech from 
1993-95 and left the Red Raiders in 1996 to 
become the head coach at Grayson County Junior 
College. Evans then served as an area scout with 
the Montreal Expos in 1997 prior to his return to 
Lubbock 

He played at Ole Miss from 1981-85, where he 
spent time at second and third base, as well as in 
the outfield. He graduated from Ole Miss in 1985 
with a bachelor’s degree in public administration 
and received his master’s degree in sports 
administration from Texas Tech in 1987. 

Evans began his coaching career as an assistant 
at Lubbock Chnstian University from 1988-90 
before serving as the head coach at Frank Phillips 
Junior College from 1990-92

In Jones seven seasons at OSU, the Cowboys have 
led the Big 12 Conference in home runs five times. They 
have topped the league in batting average twice and 
finished second on four other occasions 

In his first season in Stilwater, Jones coached an 
OSU offense that recorded a 305 team batting average, 
the second-highest total in the Big 12. The Cowboys 
also blasted a league leading 84 home runs, their 
highest total since 1999 

The 2006 season would be even better for the OSU's 
offense. The Cowboys led the Big 12 Conference in 
extra base hits, including topping the league in home 
runs (84), triples (32) and slugging percentage (521) 
OSU abso ranked second in team batting average (316) 
and runs (443), That lineup also set a schoo! record with 
32 triples. 

OSU's offensive prowess continued in 2007 as the 
Cowboys led the Big 12 in six offensive categories, 
including batting average (319), slugging percentage 
(518), runs (484), doubles (144), home runs (@8) and 
RBls (446). They ranked second in on-base percentage 
and hits 

The Cowboys were also among the nation’s best 
offenses in 07 as they finished in the top 20 nationally 
in batting average, scoring, home runs and doubles per 
game and slugging percentage 

OSU's offense provided more of the same in 2008 as 
the Cowboys led the Big 12 in three offensive categories 
— batting average (326), slugging percentage (531) 
and hamers (89) and finished second in runs, hits, 
triples and RBIs 

In 2008, seven Cowboy regulars hit 319 or better, 
and OSU finished with four of the Big 12's top hitters, 
including the league's leading hitter in freshman Tam 
Belza. Their 89 home runs were the most by a Cowboy 
club since 1999 

During the 2009 season, OSU collected 81 home 
runs, 21 triples and a 503 team slugging percentage, 
all of which ranked second in the Big 12. Seven of the 
Cowboys in the regular starting lineup hit 303 or better, 
and OSU finished with three of the Big 12's top 20 
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hitters. 

In 2010, OSU finshed second in the Big 12 with a 
307 team batting average and had five regulars in the 
starting lineup hit 316 or better. The Cowboys also 
ranked third in the conference in doubles (128) and 
‘sacrifice flies (31). 

The Cowboys are coming off a 2011 campaign in 
which they led the Big 12 in home runs (49), doubles 
(132) and slugging percentage ( 446). They also 
finished second with a 292 team batting average 

Prior to his arrival in Stillwater, Jones spent three 
seasons at North Carolina State and helped lead the 
Wolfpack to two NCAA appearances, including a Super 
Regional berth in 2003. He was promoted to assistant 
head coach and was the team’s recruiting coordinator 
while in Raleigh. 

He also worked with the team’s defense and base 
running and significantly improved the team’s fielding 
percentage during his three-year stay. N.C. State had 
2.952 fielding percentage the year betore he arrwed 
in 2001, and under his guidance the team had a 958 
percentage in 2002, 2 966 mark in 2003 and a 976 
mark in 2004 that was fourth best in the nation. 

In 2003, Jones was one of five finalists for Baseball

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2011 SEASON IN REVIEW 


In 2011, Oklahoma State returned to the NCAA Tournament for the 
sixth time in eight seasons under head coach Frank Anderson, earning a 
berth in the Nashville Regional 

The Cowboys finished with a 35-25 overall record and were fourth in 
the final Big 12 Conference standings with a 14-12 league mark 

OSU recorded five wins against teams ranked in the Top 10 in 2011, 
including a pair of wins over No. 4 Texas and two over No. 8 Oklahoma. 

The Cowboys won four-straight Big 12 series for the first time since 
2008. Included in that was a series victory over Texas in Stillwater, 
where the Cowboys became the first team to win a Big 12 series against 
the Longhorns since 2009, snapping a streak of 11-straight conference 
series wins for UT. OSU also won a series against Nebraska in Lincoln 
for the first time since 1997 and bested Bedlam-rival Oklahoma in its 
series against the No. 8 Sooners. 

OSU won seven games in its final at bat, with four of those wins 
coming in Big 12 play 

OSU appeared in the national rankings for seven consecutive weeks 
in April and May 

+ First baseman Zach Johnson was named to the Louisville Slugger 
All-America Third Team

Oklahoma State has an NCAA Baseball 
Championship trophy. 

Itwas won 51 years ago in 1959 by coach Toby 
Greene in his third trip to the College World Series 
in Omaha, Neb., and he won it with a team that 
was not expected to do much. 

The preseason prospectus for 1959 read, “The 
baseball outlook for coach Toby Greene's 16th 
edition of Cowboy baseball is quite questionable. 
Despite the return of key members from last year’s 
pitching staff, i's hard to consider the Pokes much 
of a threat with graduation, grades and the pros 
fobbing the veteran OSU mentor of all but one of 
his starters.* 

Only left fielder Don Soergel (313) was back, 
along with veteran hurlers Roy Peterson 6-2), 

Joel Horlen (6-3) and Dick Soergel (4-0). Pitching 
strength and depth were the only bright spot for 
the baliclub with the rotation of veterans Peterson, 
Horlen and Soergel 

The 1959 season opened with a southern swing 
that consisted of four non-conference games — 
two against Rice and two against Houston with 
Oklahoma State winning three-of-four. 

The regular season consisted of 21 Big Eight 
Conference games which was normal for the 
1950s. The conference series were three-game, 
round-robin affairs consisting of two seven-inning 
games on Friday and a single nine-inning game on 
Saturday. Teams were not allowed to start early, 
and there were not any makeup days allowed. 

The Cowboys won the conference title with a 17-3 
record by baltling off lowa State and Missoun in the 
last two series. 

Greene set his lineup quickly in 1959 which was 
a necessity with only four non-conference games 

The catching duties were handled by Ray Bond, 
a sophomore from Oklahoma City Capitol Hill, with 
Tim Smalley, a junior from Stillwater, serving as the 
backup. 

Grayson Mersch, a sophomore from Jay, won 
the first base job in a three-way battle. Mersch 
was one of the first in a long line of great fielding 
first basemen at Oklahoma State and possessed a 
major-league glove 

A brother combination — Bruce and Bob Andrew 
— provided the defense up the middle. Bruce, 

a sophomore, secured second base early in the 
season with his fine defensive play and a 300-plus 
batting average, while Bob was the shortstop, Bob, 
who had played two years previously, returned 
from military service to move into the hole created 
by Jerry Adair, who had signed with the Baltimore 
Orioles as a junior. Bob gave OSU solid defense, a 
good bat and much-needed leadership in an infield 
that had four sophomores. 

The third-base job wasn't decided until after the

conclusion of spring football when Jim Dobson 
came out for the team Dobson, a sophomore from 
Oklahoma City Capitol Hill, had an outstanding 
year, finishing second on the team in home runs 
and RBI and winning the Most Valuable Player 
Award at the College World Series 

The outfield had three veterans with seniors 
Tim Green and Connie Mellvoy and juniors Ben 
Bancroft and Don Soergel. Mellvoy and Soergel 
shared leftfield, batting 319 and 350, respectively 
Meltvoy came off the intramural field while Soergel 
Was a retumer who also played backup at first base 
and was the most effective pinch hitter as well 

Bancroft handled the duties in centerfield and 
the San Antonio, Texas, junior handled them 
extremely well. Bancroft had been used very little 
as a third baseman the previous season but proved 
to have a good arm and led the team in home runs 
and RBI while hitting 314. Green, a senior from 
Asher, was the starter in right field and, at 5-9, pos- 
sessed good speed, power and a strong arm while 
hitting 279 and finishing third in home runs and 
Ral 

But the focal point of this team would be the 
pitching staff that retumed three starters and didn't 
have much need for relievers. Peterson, a senior 
from Tulsa Rogers, finished 9-2 with a 1.42 ERA 
to lead the staff, while Horlen, a senior from San 
Antonio, went 9-1 with a223 ERA. The youngest 
member of the veterans was Dick Soergel, who 
was only a junior and finished 8-1 with a 2.10 ERA 
Horlen went on to a successful career in the major 
leagues with the Chicago White Sox and Oakland 
Athletics, while Soergel will be remembered as one 


of the last all-sport athletes. He was a starter at 
quarterback in football, a starter at forward in bas- 
ketball and a starting pitcher in baseball for three 
straight seasons. This was when student-athletes 
were not eligible until their sophomore season, and 
Soergel won nine varsity letters. 

The 1959 staff finished with 229 1/3 innings, 
including 20 complete games, and walked only 70 
while striking out 206. Toby Bensinger, a senior 
lefthander from Madwest City, was the most used 
reliever and had only eight innings during the regu- 
lar season. He had an additional six and one-third 
innings in the College World Series, including start- 
ing the championship game 

The 1959 District V Championship was a two- 
out-of-three affair with the winner going directly 
to the College World Series. It was the Big Eight 
champion Cowboys against the Mssouri Valley 
champion Bradley Braves on the Bradley campus 
in Peoria, Ill. OSU won the doubleheader on Friday 
by scores of 7-6 and 6-2 to sweep the series and 
head to Omaha. Soergel and Horlen were winning 
pitchers, and Dobson hit a tape-measure home run 
in each victory. 

OSU opened the 1959 tournament with a 10-2 
Victory over Western Michigan as Horlen pitched 
@ five-hitter. Mcllvoy, Bancroft, Mersch and Bond 
‘each picked up a pair of hits, and Mersch and Bond 
each had three RBI 

(O-State had to rally for three runs in the seventh 
in its next game against Penn State and, after an 
insurance run in the eighth, won 8-6. Peterson 
worked the first seven before Bensinger came on in 
relief to pick up the save with two perfect innings.

Bond and Peterson each had three hits as the 
Cowboys pounded out 11 hits as a team. 

In their next game, the Cowboys found them- 
selves on the wrong end of a 5-3 score as Arizona 
picked up three runs in the fifth en route to the 
victory. Soergel was the loser, and it was his first 
Career loss in 12 decisions. 

Finding themselves in the loser's bracket, the 
Cowboys eliminated Penn State, 4-3, as Horlen 
went the distance for his second win of the tourna- 
ment, O-State found itself down 3-2 but rallied for 
two runs in the ninth to salvage the win. 

A Fresno State victory over Arizona that night 
left three teams with one loss each. Arizona won 
the coin toss and became the odd man out as 
Oklahoma State and Fresno State met for the 
chance to play the Wildcats for the national cham- 
pionship. 

It was back to Peterson against the Bulldogs, 
and the big right-hander responded with a four-hit 
‘shutout, 4-0. Dobson and Mersch were the offen- 
sive heroes with three and two hits, respectively. 
Dobson had a home run and a double while 
Mersch had an RBI doubie- 

‘The Cowboys had advanced to the champion- 
ship game, but Greene was faced with a pitching 
problem. Because of the extra game, Peterson had 
pitched the day before and could only be used for 
two or three outs if needed Horlen had only one 
day's rest since going the distance against Penn 
State, but was also ready for relief, And Soergel 
had just two days’ rest since working seven and 
one-third innings against Arizona. 

Greene elected to go with Bensinger even

though the lefthander had never started a game for 
the Cowboys and had only worked 10 23 innings 
the entire season. Bensinger was supposed to go 
as far a3 he could and would then be followed by 
Soergel with Horien and Peterson if necessary, 
Bensinger worked three and two-thirds innings 
before Soerge! came on to finish the final five and 
‘one-third innings, including three shutout innings to 
close out the game, after OSU had taken the lead 
in the seventh. 

In the championship game, Dobson, who was 
voted the Most Valuable Player, opened the 
O-State scoring with a towering home run over the 
leftfield fence in the fourth inning Arizona picked 
up single runs in the fourth and fifth and led 2-1 
Bancroft tied the score with a solo home run in 
the top of the sixth, but the Wildcats added a run 
of their own in the bottom of the sixth to lead 3-2. 

It was another sophomore, Bruce Andrew, who 
sparked the game-winning three-run rally in the top 
of the seventh, and OSU led 5-3. Soergel shut out 
the Wildcats in the final three innings and OSU had 
its first NCAA Baseball Championship. 

Four Cowboy players were named to the College 
World Series All-Tournament team, including third 
baseman and MVP Dobson. Also selected were 
Bruce Andrew at second base, Connie Mcllvoy in 
the outfield and Horien at pitcher. 

The coach of this championship club was a dif- 
ferent combination of man. Greene came to OSU 
as a football assistant in 1939 and also served as 
freshman baseball coach. He took over the varsity 
from Henry P. Iba in 1942 and made his first entry 
into national tournament play in 1947. Greene was 
soft-spoken on most occasions as well as being 
articulate with a master’s degree in English. He 
was an accomplished pianist, but when riled his 
language could make a sailor blush. Greene served 
as the head baseball coach for 21 years and had 
an astounding record of 318-132 for a 707 winning 
percentage. His teams appeared in seven College 
World Senes and dominated the Mssouri Valley 
Conference before making the move to the Big 
Eight in 1958. 

| still can remember looking down from the radio 
booth atop the Rosenblatt Stadium roof and see- 
ing the Cowboy team and coach Greene gathered 
around home plate for the championship ceremo- 
nies. 

Coach Greene, a man of few words, stepped to 
the microphone with the trophy in hand and said, 
“Tonight, these young men around me, have made 
an old man very happy. Thank you”

Beginning with Joe Buck in 1951, Oklahoma State has had 20 players eam first-team AlAmerica honors from either the American Baseball Coaches’ Association, 
the National Collegiate Baseball Wnters’ Association, Baseball America, Collegiate Baseball or The Sporting News. Robin Ventura and Pete Incaviglia are the only 
Cowboys to be named first-team AllAmerica twice in their careers, with Incaviglia eaming the honor from the American Baseball Coaches’ Association and Baseball 
America, and Ventura being named by the American Baseball Coaches’ Association, Baseball America and The Sporting News. The Cowboys have had two players 
eam American Baseball Coaches’ Association first-team All-America honors in the same season on two occasions, with Tom Borland and Ron Bennett in 1955 and 
Robin Ventura and Jim Ifiand in 1987. Several other prominent players in Oklahoma State/Oklahoma ABM baseball history would have been selected AllAmerican 
if such honors had been awarded. Frank Kellert was selected to play in the All-American amateur game at Fenway Park in 1947, which was the equivalent of being 
chosen first-team AltAmerican. Other Cowboy players who were All-America caliber were Allie Reynolds (1936-38), Albert Wright (1927-1928), Reinhold Feldkamp 
(1937-1939), Elbert Williams (1937-1939), Danny Doyle (1937-1939) and Wilbur Ray (1919)
